HEALing Communities grant progresses

REGION —- A recent online 
meeting of the Quaboag Hills 
Substance Use Alliance Monday 
touched on a wide range of top- 
ics related to substance use and 
recovery. 

An update on the Boston 
Medical Center’s HEALing 
Communities Grant, was given, 
with a data collector and a data 
analyst having been recently 
hired. They will work in Ware 
and Belchertown, which make 
up an area considered one of the 
16 areas of Massachusetts, and 
in other areas such as Greenfield, 
Orange and Athol. 

Applications for a part- 
time coordinator for Ware and 
Belchertown have been received 
and a committee will screen the 
applicants and conduct inter- 
views. 

The grant was awarded in April 


2019 by the National Institutes 
of Health, which selected four 
research sites for the HEALing 
Communities Study in states hard 
hit by the opioid crisis, one of 
which is Massachusetts. The oth- 
ers are New York, Kentucky and 
Ohio. 

The study aims to reduce over- 
dose deaths by 40 percent over 
three years in selected 16 commu- 
nities, by testing a set of proven 
prevention and treatment inter- 
ventions, such as distribution of 
naloxone to reverse overdose and 
linking individuals in the criminal 
justice system with treatment for 
opioid addiction. 

Boston Medical Center 
received $89 million in April 
2019, of the $350 million award- 
ed to support the multi-year 
study under a cooperative agree- 
ment supported by the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse, part of 
the National Institutes of Health. 

The study is also being carried

out in partnership with the feder- 
al Substance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Administration, 
which provides support for many 
of the local prevention, treat- 
ment and recovery support ser- 
vices to be studied. The study is 
part of the NIH Helping to End 
Addiction Long-term, or HEAL 
Initiative, designed to be a 
trans-agency effort to speed scien- 
tific solutions to stem the national 
opioid crisis.

State auditor looks 
into UMBA wages

BOSTON — In an audit 
released today, State Auditor 
Suzanne Bump found the 
University of Massachusetts 
Building Authority (UMBA) 
could not verify that employ- 
ees of contractors who worked 
on public projects were paid the 
appropriate prevailing wage. 

The audit, which examined 
the period of July 1, 2016 
through June 30, 2018, also 
looked at UMBA’s processes for 
reviewing and approving capital 
projects, monitoring payments 
and change orders, and comple- 
tion and closeout of contracts 
and found no deficiencies in 
these areas. 

UMBA is an independent 
public body responsible for 


overseeing public works con- 
struction projects on the 
University of Massachusetts’ 
five campuses (Amherst, 
Boston, Dartmouth, Lowell and 
the Worcester Medical School). 
The UMBA board of directors 
consists of 11 members appoint- 
ed by the Governor. 

During the audit period, 
UMBA had 83 projects in var- 
ious stages of construction, on 
which it spent approximately 
$614 million. 

Nearly half of the employ- 
ee payroll records reviewed by 
Bump’s office (1,608 out of 
3,344) had job classifications 
for contractor employees that 
did not match the Division of 
Labor Standards’ (DLS) prevail-

WASHINGTON, D.C. — As FEMA, under the 
direction of the White House Task Force, has led the 
whole-of-America response to the COVID-19 pan- 
demic for the past two months, billions of essential 
resources and protective equipment have been deliv- 
ered throughout the nation. 

As of May 14, FEMA, HHS and the private sector 
combined have coordinated the delivery of, or are ship- 
ping more than 97 million respirators, 133.7 million 
surgical masks, 10.5 million face shields, 22.4 million 
surgical gowns, 989 million gloves, 10,600 ventilators 
and 8,450 federal medical station beds. 

In Massachusetts, 1.4 million N95 respirators, 
564,408 gloves, 369,557 face shields, 737,120 surgical 
masks and 400 ventilators were delivered. 

As of May 14, FEMA has obligated more than $55.4 
million in federal support to Massachusetts. 

As of May 6, several alternate care sites are oper- 
ating in Massachusetts: Boston Convention and 
Exposition Center, DCU Center in Worcester, Newton 
Pavilion and the Former Kindred Hospital in Boston 
and hotels and skilled nursing centers throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

As of May 14, one Battelle N95 decontamination 
unit is operational in Boston/Somerville area. 

In support of the White House Task Force’s testing 
initiative, FEMA is supporting the procurement of 
specimen collection supplies to supplement the sup- 
plies states and healthcare providers are procuring from 
the private market. To date we have supplied 220,000 
swabs and 102,700 units of media to Massachusetts. 

Massachusetts’s stay at home orders are set to expire 
on May 18. 

The federal government continues to meet demands 
for personal protective equipment through new acqui- 
sition, federal interagency allocation, private industry 
donations and the Strategic National Stockpile. 

“From the beginning, we acknowledged that the 
Strategic National Stockpile alone could not fulfill all 
requirements, which is why we need continued private 
sector integration and increased domestic manufactur- 
ing of critical medical supplies, equipment and phar- 
maceuticals,’ said FEMA Administrator Pete Gaynor. 
“Our strategy to allocate medical supplies and equip- 
ment is based on disease activity and its effects, as well 
as the need to distribute limited supplies to areas where 
resources needed most urgently.”

Middle School Principal of the year

BELCHERTOWN -Stacy Monette, 
Belchertown resident and principal of the 
Paul R. Baird Middle School in Ludlow, 
was selected as Massachusetts Middle 
School Principal of the Year. In a Zoom 
conference, Senator Eric Lesser congratu- 
lated Monette and the two discussed some 
of the challenges the school communities 
are facing such as “the blessing and curse 
of technology” and online learning during 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 

Monette said she felt it was a school 
award rather than just a principal award 
because there was no way “I could ever go 
this far without the staff that I have and the 
administrative team.” 

“T talk about a lot of what happens at 
Baird, but we have a strong administrative 
team with the principals and our super- 
intendent,” Monette said. “It’s a special 
place, it really is. I tell people all the time I 
feel like I won the lottery.” 

Lesser said he couldn’t imagine a harder 
age group to work with than teenagers. 

“What are you seeing as challenges or 
opportunities presented with that particular 
age group?” he asked. 

She said one of things that she focusses 
on, including in her doctoral work, is bal- 
ancing the benefits and downfalls of social 
media. 

“Obviously with this pandemic we 
couldn’t do what we’re doing without tech- 
nology, that’s the blessing” Monette said. 
“Middle school brains are not sometimes 
wired for technology and the use of social 
media and how to use it safely. As much 


as the adults can say, “You need to be kind 
online,’ “you need to be digital citizens.’ 
That is a challenge.” 

She said one of the changes to her job 
is then that her day doesn’t end at 3 p.m. 
because she has to face challenges of inter- 
actions after school hours. 

Her advice for how to support the school 
community was that education is changing. 

“Law makers need to see it’s always 
been a sound, well-respected profession, 
but even more so now,” she said. “I hope 
people don’t give up on teaching profes- 
sion. It’s so important that we have to 
recruit people into this profession.” 

Lesser said he doesn’t think that 
American culture does enough to celebrate 
its teachers. 

“In other countries in other cultures, 
teaching and education has a much 
more exulted position,” he said. “All of 
our schools in Massachusetts completely 
upended their instructional outlines for the 
year. It’s not perfect, but I admire the lead- 
ership our schools have shown.” 

Monette said remote learning is no joke 
and requires a lot of work from the teach- 
ers. 

“T feel like we’re working hard than we 
were when we were in the building,’ she 
said. ““There’s no eye to eye. Our teachers, 
on Monday morning I sent out the first 
Zoom meeting, everyone I[ instructed to 
meet there learned Zoom in an hour and 
was there.” 

She said one of the difficulties was not 
seeing students. 

Lesser signed off of the Zoom call con- 
gratulating her for achievement.

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Diocese enters 
into MOU with 
Mass DAs

SPRINGFIELD - The Roman Catholic 
Diocese of Springfield has entered into a 
“Memorandum of Understanding” (MOU) 
with the district attorneys’ offices of the 
and Northwestern Berkshire, Hampden dis- 
tricts, setting out a standard procedure for 
the reporting of all sexual misconduct allega- 
tions known to the diocese. 

This agreement is the result of extensive 
discussions over the last year with the three 
district attorneys’ offices, addressing con- 
cers over inconsistencies in how past abuse 
allegations were reported by the diocese. 

The MOU outlines policies by which 
the diocese will report any allegations it 
becomes aware of involving sexual miscon- 
duct by diocesan representatives of children 
or vulnerable adults, regardless of when the 
abuse is reported to have taken place. 

The agreement also establishes policies 
for documenting the receipt of any allega- 
tions forwarded to a jurisdiction and fol- 
low-up communications between the respec- 
tive district attorney’s office and the diocese. 

In addition, all parties agreed that the dio- 
cese will not begin its review/investigation 
process of allegations for 90 days or until the 
respective district attorney’s office informs 
the diocese it can proceed to avoid any unin- 
tentional interference when a criminal inves- 
tigation is opened. 

The MOU was signed by Northwestern 
District Attorney David E. Sullivan, 
Hampden County District Attorney Anthony 
Gulluni and Berkshire County District 
Attorney Andrea Harrington, along with 
the legal counsel for the diocese, Attorney 
John Egan and Springfield Bishop Mitchell 
Rozanski. 

“IT am most grateful to all who worked 
so diligently in preparing this agreement, 
one which demonstrates our commitment 
to work with law enforcement in identify- 
ing all allegations of sexual misconduct that 
come to our attention,’ commented Bishop 
Rozanski.

COVID-19 update 

As of May 22, the center will 
be closed to the public through 
June, although it is possible that 
the closure date will again be 
extended. 

Staff continues to report both 
remotely, and in the center, to 
continue as many services as pos- 
sible including but not limited to 
- meals on wheels, brown bag and 
Amherst Survival Center senior 
mobile food pantry, insurance 
and prescription plan review and 
sign up through SHINE, outreach 
and social services available by 
phone. All staff are checking mes- 
sages and returning calls. 

“Once we receive the ok to 
open, based on the Governor’s 
decision and town guidelines, 
things may look different for 
some time,” said Belchertown 
Senior Center Executive Director 
Jessica Langlois, in a press 
release. “We will do our best to 
notify attendees, via automated 
calls, Belchertown Senior Center 
Facebook page and the Sentinel.” 

The group’s main focus 
remains the safety of the com- 
munity’s older adults and BCOA 
staff, according to Langlois. 

To that end — all group activi- 
ties will be on hold until further 
notice, including crafts, exercises, 
movies, social groups etc. 

“During the transition to 
re-open, we will need to take 
every precaution to be certain that 
the center can be properly cleaned 
and sanitized daily,’ Langlois 
said. “To reduce the number of 
individuals in the center during 
the initial re-opening, we will 
only be inviting those with essen- 
tial appointments, 1.e. foot care, 
medical equipment loan, social 
services appointments etc., to 
enter the center.” 

All who enter will be required 
to follow current safety require- 
ments which will be posted on all 
doors of entry. 

It is not yet known when we 
will be able to offer medical 
transportation and congregate 
meal services. 

“While we are eager to see you 
all, we don’t yet know how things 
will go from here,” said Langlois. 
“We promise to continue doing 
our best, while creating and 
implementing new procedures to 
ensure safety.” 

When the center re-opens, any- 
one who has a cough, sore throat, 
fever or any type of illness or flu- 
like symptoms is asked to stay 
home until they are symptom-free 
for at least 24 hours without the 
use of medications.

Planting 

Peonies are best planted in the fall, 
September or October in our area. This 
timing will give the plants an opportu- 
nity to develop a healthy stand of feeder 
roots before the ground freezes. Choose 
a location that receives six or more hours 
of sun a day. Don’t skimp on the size of 
the planting hole; one that measures a foot 
and a half deep by two and a half feet wide 
will sustain the plant for many years. If 
your soil is average, the addition of a bal- 
anced fertilizer may be all that is necessary 
at planting. Soils that are lean should be 
improved prior to planting by amending the 
hole with roughly equal parts good soil and 
aged compost or manure. Peonies prefer 
a pH of 6.0-7.0, a wide enough range to 
accommodate most home garden situa- 
tions. If your soil is more acidic than that, 
bring up your pH by adding lime. 

Mail order plants usually arrive bare

providers report that the level of fear and 
mistrust of government in these commu- 
nities remains high—and that many immi- 
grants continue to avoid medical treatment 
and emergency services out of concern that 
their information will somehow be shared 
with the federal government. 

We need low-cost, easy-to-access med- 
ical care that specifically reaches out to 
vulnerable communities and protects their 
privacy. Massachusetts has always led the 
way in providing better access to health- 
care, and we should keep up that tradi- 
tion, and we need to make sure it reach- 
es the immigrant communities. Passing 
the SAFE Communities Act to protect 
Massachusetts’s residents’ civil rights, is an 
important first step on this path. In terms of 
public health and public safety, we would 
all benefit.

root. These can be soaked in a bucket of 
water overnight to rehydrate prior to plant- 
ing. When it comes time to plant, remem- 
ber this: eyes point up, roots 
point down! Eyes should end up 
no more than two inches below 
the soil surface; any deeper than 
that and flowers may be sacri- 
ficed. Get your plants off to a 
good start by watering occasion- 
ally until the ground freezes. 
Once it does, a light mulch can 
be applied over the peonies to 
prevent them from being heaved 
out of the ground during periods 
of freeze and thaw. 


Fertilizing and watering 

Peonies fertilized at planting time 
require no additional food until the follow- 
ing fall. Bear in mind that too much nitro- 
gen will encourage lots of leaves but few 
roots and flowers. For that reason choose a 
fertilizer that 1s lower in nitrogen than the 
other nutrients. After the third season fertil- 
ize after blooming, as well as in the fall. An 
established peony is drought resistant, but 
if spring rains are scarce, a weekly water- 
ing will promote good flowers. 


Staking 

Heavy peony flowers, especially the 
old-fashioned types, will no doubt bow 
down to the ground in the wind and rain 
unless staked. I usually pick some for the 
vase in the bud stage in an attempt to avoid 
this task, but nevertheless it makes the 
plant nice and tidy and should be accom- 
plished. Middle-weight bamboo stakes 
inserted into the ground on the outer edge 
of the plant cut to three-quarters its height,

Visitors to Valley-Gives.org can find a 
menu of more than 135 nonprofits serving 
residents across Hampden, Hampshire, 
and Franklin counties. People can learn 
about community challenges and can 
donate to one or many causes—all with a 
few clicks on the central, online platform. 

The website also is a means for individ- 
uals to create a “peer-to-peer” fundraising 
page for a local nonprofit, set a goal, and 
reach out to their networks of friends and 
family to raise dollars for the organization. 

According to Katie Allan Zobel, 
President and CEO of the Community 
Foundation of Western Massachusetts, 
“Many nonprofits in the Pioneer Valley 
region have had to reduce programs and 
cancel fundraising events due to the 
COVID crisis. Others have been chal- 
lenged to meet increased needs for ser-

vices and essentials. Many donors are 
eager to help. We decided to re-open 
Valley Gives to facilitate community gen- 
erosity and to give donors an easy way to 
learn about and donate to many nonprof- 
its. Most importantly, Valley Gives is one 
more way to help reduce the devastating 
human cost of COVID-19.” 

Donors can contribute on the Valley 
Gives website using a credit card, mobile 
payment apps, or Automatic Clearing 
House (ACH) payment. 

GiveGab donated the cost of the Valley 
Gives platform. According to Zobel, 
“GiveGab’s tremendous generosity in pro- 
viding the platform pro bono and their 
willingness to expedite the start-up made 
this possible.” 

The Community Foundation of Western 
Massachusetts launched Valley Gives, a 
24-hour marathon day of giving, in 2012. 
The event was created to raise critical 
dollars for the Pioneer Valley nonprofit 
community, whose programs and services 
improve the quality of life for countless 
local residents from all walks of life. 

In its six years of one-day online giv- 
ing combined, Valley Gives Day raised 
more than $10 million for nonprofits in 
the region.

work well. Run two rows of twine or jute at one third and 


two thirds up the bamboo, respectively. Simply start by 
tying a knot on one stake, wrapping around the next and 
tightening as you go. If green bamboo and jute are used 
the staking will hardly be visible, especially if you don’t 


tighten so much that it looks unnatural.

Good hygiene can 
reduce the risk of this fungus invading your garden. Each 
fall simply cut the stems of herbaceous peonies down to 
the ground. Haul them off to the trash, don’t compost. If 
watering is necessary, do so early in the morning and water 
at the plant’s base rather than overhead to keep foliage 
dry. Any stems that show signs of wilting should be cut 
away and thrown in the trash as well. Disinfect clippers in

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Tri-County League cancels 2020 season

HOLYOKE — The executive 
board for the Tri-County Baseball 
League has made the decision to 
cancel the 2020 season despite 
considering playing a bit later 
schedule in the summer. 

Last Wednesday, the board 
announced their decision follow- 
ing a meeting of the league. 

Karl Oliveira, who runs the 
St. Joseph’s team in the league 
as well as serves as the league’s 
secretary and treasurer, made the 
announcement in the form of an 
email to the league’s returning 
players and coaches. 

“The Executive Board of the 
TCL voted 4-0 not to move for- 
ward to play baseball for this 
year’s season,” said Oliveira. 
“The 2020 season for the TCL 
has been officially canceled.” 

Due to the concerns set forth 
by the COVID-19 pandemic and 
the way the league is situated, 
the league cited a vast number of 
factors in making the decision to 
cancel the season. 

The league cited player, coach, 
umpire, and fan safety as the top 
priorities. Further, the league stat- 
ed the safety of extended families 
in making the decision. 

Expanding, Oliveira cited cer- 
tain fields would not have conces- 
sions stands or restrooms open to

the public, including sani-cans. 

He said the rules from town-to- 
town would also weigh heavily 
in the teams’ ability to get home 
fields for play. 

“Some fields may allow you to 
play on them some fields may not 
allow you to play on them,’ said 
Oliveira. 

One of the biggest factors in 
even coming up with a mod- 
ified schedule is the fluidi- 


ty of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts’ phased approach 
to re-opening the state. He said 
games would not be able to be 
played until July at the earliest. 
He said with that timeline, any 
setback would have been very 
restrictive to the schedule and 
could have cost the league and its 
players a lot of money. 

The Tri-County League has 
been typically a weekday league 


with just a few weekend games. 
The National Division, which 
was brought in using the defunct 
Full Count League did have some 
weekend games, but also played 
many games during the week. 
Oliveira also said simple social 
distancing and the cleaning of 
equipment, as well as sanitizing

The Basketball Hall of Fame London 
Showcase will now take place Sunday, 
December 4, 2022 at The O2 arena and 
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following. 

2. The American Legion National 
Organization has canceled all 2020 sea- 
son’s Regional Tournaments and The 
American Legion World Series and the 
Department of Massachusetts hereby can- 
cels all Department Tournaments. 

3. Concurrently, The American Legion 
National Organization has shut down all 
sponsorship and all involvement in baseball 
for the 2020 season and The Department of 
Massachusetts hereby shuts down its spon- 
sorship and all involvement in baseball for 
the 2020 season. 

4. This shutdown of all sponsorship and 
all involvement in baseball for the 2020 
season means that those baseball teams 
that wish to continue playing 2020 season 
baseball shall be participating in a sporting 
event not sponsored, nor endorsed in any 
manner by The American Legion National 
Organization and/or The Department of 
Massachusetts, but sponsored and endorsed 
solely by the group the team is named. 

5. Any baseball team that continues play 
in the 2020 season sponsored by the group 
the team is named must understand that its 
team is not playing as an American Legion 
National Organization nor Department of 
Massachusetts “registered” baseball team 
nor is it playing in an American Legion 
National or Department of Massachusetts 
Organization baseball program. 

6. The complete cancellation of the 2020 
American Legion National and Department 
of Massachusetts Organization baseball 
season means there is no American Legion 
National or Department of Massachusetts 
Organization baseball program “national 
or department rules,” nor are there “nation- 
al or department guidelines,” as there is 
no 2020 American Legion national or 
Department of Massachusetts involvement. 

7. In other words, if an American Legion 
Post or other type of sponsored team has 
a 2020 season baseball program, then that 
Post or other team is having a team which 
is not authorized, nor endorsed by The 
American Legion National nor Department 
of Massachusetts Organization.” 

8. Those teams that conduct this 2020 
baseball season program will need to 
determine their rules, guidelines, sched- 
ules, insurance coverage, etc., for their 
own teams as neither The American Legion

will be televised domestically by ESPN / 
ABC. The event will remain a part of the 
Kentucky and Michigan three-year series, 
now facing-off in Ann Arbor in 2021, 
London in 2022 and Lexington in 2023. 

The Basketball Hall of Fame London 
Showcase is one event in the Hall of 
Fame’s series of collegiate events, which 
continues to grow in an effort to celebrate 
the game outside the museum walls. At 
this point in time, the Basketball Hall of 
Fame has not cancelled or postponed any 
domestic collegiate events scheduled for 
the fall and winter of 2020. 

All fans who have purchased a tick- 
et to the 2020 Hall of Fame London 
Showcase will receive a full refund auto- 
matically to the method used for pur- 
chase within 14 business days. During 
these unprecedented times it may take 
longer for funds to credit your account. 
Tickets for the 2022 Hall of Fame 
London Showcase will go back on-sale 
for December 4, 2022 in January or 
February of 2022.

9. The American Legion National 
Organization has already stopped collect- 
ing, and subsequently returned to all teams 
any and all national baseball team fees to 
the respective teams and the Department 
of Massachusetts will similarly return all 
Department registration fees as soon as 
practicable. 

10. With the shutdown of the online 
National American Legion Baseball reg- 
istration portal, The American Legion 
National Organization has stopped refer- 
ring baseball teams to the K&K Insurance 
portal for the 2020 baseball season. 

11. The Posts and/or other teams that 
decide to have their own programs will 
need to determine what insurance their 
teams need in order to play baseball in 
2020; neither The American Legion 
National Organization nor the Department 
of Massachusetts will provide this assis- 
tance. 

12. All baseball teams that paid to The 
American Legion National Organization 
administrative fees shall have these fees 
reimbursed to the teams directly by the 
National Organization, the Department of 
Massachusetts will have no involvement in 
such reimbursement. 

13. All other situation(s) that may arise 
during the 2020 baseball season in which 
a Post or other type of sponsored team 
that elects to have a 2020 baseball sea- 
son is a situation for that particular team 
as that particular team is solely respon- 
sible for its decision as to any situa- 
tion(s) as neither The American Legion 
National Organization nor the Department 
of Massachusetts, its Athletic Committee, 
their staffs and/or volunteers are not autho- 
rized to address or help with any such 
teams situation(s). 

14. K&K Insurance will be advised 
that the Department of Massachusetts has 
elected to cancel the 2020 season, that no 
teams have formed and that all premiums 
that have been collected thus far are to 
be forthwith refunded. The Department of 
Massachusetts will have no involvement in 
any such refunds. 

This is a sad day indeed for American 
Legion Baseball in Massachusetts and 
marks only the second time since 1926 
that there will be no Program, let’s hope 
life returns to normal in time for the 2021 
season.

whether these employees were paid the appropriate pre- 
vailing wage. Of the remaining employees reviewed by 
Bump’s office, approximately 5 percent (90 employees) 
were paid less than the required prevailing wage. 

“The UMass Building Authority is responsible for 
ensuring employees working on its public projects are 
paid fairly and accurately,’ Bump said of the audit. “While 
many of the areas we examined showed no deficiencies, 
it’s clear the authority must establish better employee pay- 
roll monitoring processes. Failure to do so will mean some 
workers could be short-changed when working on public 
projects.” 

The Massachusetts Prevailing Wage Law for public 
works projects requires contractors to pay the prevailing 
wage. Prevailing wages are the minimum hourly rates 
set by DLS for job classifications. UMBA contracts with 
owner’s project managers (OPMs) to maintain and monitor 
records of compliance with the Prevailing Wage Law. 

The audit calls on UMBA to establish a payroll policy 
that includes a documented process for its OPMs to follow 
to effectively detect, investigate, and (if necessary) report 
any contractors who may not be complying with the state’s 
prevailing wage law. The audit recommends UMBA estab- 
lish monitoring controls to ensure that its OPMs consis- 
tently adhere to the established process.
